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This Operations Memo from the California Student Aid Commission (Commission) reminds 

district and high school administrators of California Education Code 69432.92 (b) pertaining 
to high school graduation verification. High schools and high school districts are to verify the 
graduation of their pupils as soon as possible upon graduation but no later than August 31st. 

 
• A student’s Cal Grant Entitlement award is placed on-hold until the high school 

graduation requirement is satisfied. 

• Verification of high school graduation will be done electronically, via WebGrants 
beginning the 1st of the month in which a student will graduate. Three options are 
available for high school graduation verification: “Graduated,” “Not Graduated” and 

“Pending.” 

o Graduated: student meets high school graduation requirements 

o Not Graduated: student is not expected to meet graduation requirements by 

December 31, 2018. 

o Pending: graduation cannot be determined due to transferring to another 
school/district OR if student will be working towards meeting graduation 

requirements through enrollment in summer school or adult school and is 
reasonably expected to complete graduation requirements by December 31, 

2018. 

Pending Status 

When the ‘pending’ option is selected, students will receive a message in their WebGrants 
for Students account letting them know that the self-certification option is not available and 

to contact the Commission to certify their high school graduation.  

• Students will be required to submit a copy of their high school diploma and the high 
school graduation certification form (G-8). To obtain the form, students can contact
